The BBC services for Afghanistan have grown by nearly 80 percent over 
the past four years, the BBC Global Audience Measure (GAM) for 2018 
has shown. Content from the BBC News Pashto and BBC News Dari as well 
as BBC News Persian and BBC News Uzbek now reaches a weekly audience 
of 11.8m - more than 60 percent of the countryis adult population. 


BBC World Service Near East Region Editor, Saleem Patka, says: iThe 
fact that the BBC is now serving more than 60 percent of people in 
Afghanistan every week on radio, TV and digital is a remarkable 
achievement for an international broadcaster.

According to reports from several media, the Electroingenieria Group, 
the current owner of that station, made effective the dismissals of 
more than 40 employees of the historic radio station and the effect is 
already being felt with an indefinite strike. 


The station is not currently in the air. 'This morning, when trying to 
access their jobs, they found security agents who, with list in hand, 
allowed them to enter or not to continue working. Meanwhile, the 
remaining employees are on strike for an indefinite period of time, ' 
reported El Destape website. 


The 43 fired journalists are added to the 12 layoffs registered in May 
in that radio station founded in 1970. 


"Poster at Radio del Plata's door, 43 comrades are fired every day. It 
is the vertigo of a fall that never ends. And the pain for not being 
able to do something to stop it,' twitted the columnist of that 
station, Sergio Wischnevsky, in the program Siempre es hoy. 


Several deputies and senators have expressed their solidarity with 
Telam's workers and now with those dismissed from the radio station.

In the current enthusiasm about a "push" to restore Radio Australia on 
shortwave (would there, just in theory, be any other option left than 
leasing airtime abroad?) a rather significant development went by 
completely unnoticed: 


Apparently the ABC has quietly terminated all its foreign language 
services. In their last incarnation, after they ceased to exist as 
radio broadcasts in 2014, some of them were part of the

platform, a substitute for the international TV service which lost its 
governmental funding in 2013. Now this platform is gone, the URL 
merely redirects to a section of the general ABC news which are of 
course in English only. 


Some other language services so far still remained at 

http: //www.radioaustralia.net.au 

Now this URL redirects to a completely new Radio Australia section at 
abc.net.au. And no trace of any foreign languages remains there 
either. 


It would be quite interesting to hear what is really going on around 
international ABC services at present. It is my impression that all 
the current China stuff has been deliberately spread, to promote a 
certain agenda and to distract from developments inside the ABC. 
(Kai Ludwig, June 30, WOR iog via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


That's quite a discovery by Kai. Now I'm trying to remember what the 
Radio Australia languages are. Chinese, Vietnamese, Khmer, Burmese, 
French, Tok Pisin, I think, in addition to English. 


At least there seems to be some "Papua New Guinea Tok Pisin, Solomon 
Islands Pijin and Vanuatu Bislama pidgin languages."

At this time the Australia Plus website already carried a "will soon 
be closing" notice. Now the current discussion reminded me to check 
back... and there was the result, not unexpected at all of course. 


Which languages: Here we must remember the developments of the recent 
years. In 2013 there had been a merger of Radio Australia and 
Australia Network, the foreign TV service finally awarded to the ABC 
rather than Murdoch (that was another big controversy). In 2014 the 
government terminated the contract for Australia Network and cut also 
other ABC funding. As a result Australia Network became the Australia 
Plus brand. 


This Australia Plus website, which has now vanished altogether, had 
sections in Chinese (the service that was under fire for heavy self- 
censorship already under Radio Australia auspices), Vietnamese, 
Indonesian and Tok Pisin. In earlier years Radio Australia had 
broadcasts in all of these languages, but most of them disappeared 
since ca. 2010. 


The old Radio Australia website had in April still language sections 
in Vietnamese, Tok Pisin, French, Burmese and Khmer. There had been a 
discussion about these broadcasts drying up editorially, offering 
hardly more than translations of general material. Now one could ask 
if these programmes, in particular the Khmer one with its FM relays in 
Cambodia (thank you, Leo!), are probably still being produced and just 
no longer have an online presence, not even as plain audio. But a 
swift, complete termination appears to be the most likely scenario to 
me. 


I think this is also a good example for how we know in fact less and 
less. Just look at Radio Veritas Asia: We merely learned from third 
party gossip about them shutting down their shortwave transmitters 
(Kai Ludwig, ibid.) 


The only foreign language content on RA these days is the Tok Pisin 
Wantok program which includes Pacific pidgin languages. 


RA dropped Vietnamese, Khmer, Burmese and French during 2016/17. RA 


Chinese content was dropped in 2014 in the lead-up to the launch of 
the controversial Australiaplus website which included Chinese 
content, although has been slated for closure (it was still live as of 
today). This site has been criticised for being soft on criticism of 
the Chinese Government. 


The ABC still produces some content in Indonesian which is available 
online, and also includes links to other Indonesian media outlets. 
It's a long way from the days when RA's Indonesian service was on par 
with the BBC for popularity in a small village in southern Sumatra 
where I was living for a while. 


The degradation of Australia's public diplomacy voice in our region 
has been steady and largely unremarked domestically. The irony is 
growing concern in Australia about China's growing capacity to project 
its soft power capabilities through our media and education and 
political institutions (Matt Francis, Australia, July 2, WORLD OF 
RADIO 1937, ibid.) 


Thanks, Matt, for clearing this up. I saw links to language services 
at the Radio Australia website until recently, and so was under the 
impression these language services existed, at least online. I might 
have been looking at an obsolete RA website, found via a search, thus 
bypassing the ABC web hierarchy. 


I remember the audience surveys in Indonesia where Radio Australia 
dominated. It took some searching, but I found the links to ABC 
Chinese and Bahasa Indonesia content here:

Could it be that this small teaser box has been added very recently? 
At least it already looks different now than just two days ago, as in

Looks like an oversight, corrected once being noted (maybe even from 
the discussion here...). And just again raises the question about the 
full picture that seems impossible to get now (Kai Ludwig, ibid.) 


** AUSTRALIA [non]. CHINA'S GROWING RADIO PRESENCE IN THE PACIFIC? 


Pacific: Recently, the DX Listening Digest documented some articles 
concerning "China Radio International grabbing up Radio Australia 
frequencies". As short wave listeners, we know "the rest of the 
story". Kai Ludwig already made the necessary comments, but wondered 
about the situation on FM. 


If you leave out New Zealand and the islands under Australian, 
British, French, New Zealand and US control, you get 13 island states. 
Looking at the World Radio TV Handbook 2018, you find many program 
relays (BBC, R. Australia, RNZ Pacific), which might be only partially 
documented in the WRTH 2018. So one can only compare the specially 
designated 24-h-FM-relays of the competitors. The result looks like 
this: 

Cook Islands: R. Australia 

Fiji: BBC World Service, R. Australia, R. France Internationale 
Kiribati: BBC, R. Australia 

Papua New Guinea: BBC, R. Australia 

Samoa: China Radio International, R. Australia 

Solomon Islands: R. Australia 

Tonga: CRI, R. Australia 

Vanuatu: BBC, CRI, R. Australia, R. France Internationale 

It is difficult to research the TV situation and other media, but at 
least regarding the FM presence, Radio Australia is still a clear 
leader (Dr Hansjoerg Biener 2 July 2018, WORLD OF RADIO 1937, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Not to be argumentative, but while it may be correct that Australia 
has more FM station affiliates/coverage in Pacific Island nation 
capital cities, that does not necessarily translate into being a clear 
leader in coverage of those nations in their entirety or in the region 
in general. One would think that CRI and RNZ Pacific (or RNZI, if you 
prefer) would gain the latter designation by virtue of their SW 
coverage which effectively blankets the region. 


FM may or may not be more accessible depending on local practice and 
conditions; but the range of such transmitters, by FMis very nature, 
is severely restricted vis-a-vis shortwave and very likely does not 
cover an entire country, let alone a wide area region. The bottom line 
is that CRI and RNZ Pacific availability is significantly greater than 
that of RA. RA has inexplicably limited its own reach by dropping 
shortwave entirely and relying on the limited reach of FM and internet 
streaming leaving thousands of potential and former listeners 
inaccessible to RA news and programs (John Figliozzi, NY, WOR iog via 
DXLD) 


*xx AUSTRALIA. AUSTRALIAIS SHORT-SIGHTED ABANDONMENT OF PACIFIC 
SHORTWAVE --- By Grant Wyeth June 30, 2018 


Australiais newfound strategic competition in the South Pacific is 
proving to be a headache for Canberra. Until recently, Australia 6 
working in tandem with New Zealand 6 had comfortably been able to 
operate as the regionis prime actor, secure in its status as the 
overwhelming top regional power. Yet, this lack of competition seemed 


to have bred complacency, an assumption that the South Pacific would 
be a permanent sphere of unchallenged influence. Now with Beijing keen 
to explore its burgeoning capabilities, Canberra seems to have been 
caught a bit flat-footed. 


It was noted last week that some of the shortwave radio frequencies 
that Radio Australia ceased broadcasting on early last year had been 
taken over by China Radio International, the Chinese state 
broadcaster, allowing Beijing to move into broadcasting space that had 
been a trusted component of quality information and projection of 
Australian values for almost 80 years. As many as 10 frequencies that 
Radio Australia had previous used now broadcast China Radio 
International programs. 


Radio Australia is the international broadcasting (and online) service 
operated by the Australian Broadcasting Corporation (ABC). The ABC, 
like its British counterpart the BBC, is owned by the Australian 
state; however, it operates independently of the government. Despite 
this hands-off relationship, it still forms a significant component of 
the stateis international public diplomacy and is a vital component of 
Australiais soft power projection. 


The ABC began its shortwave service in 1939, and initially used it to 
counter propaganda transmissions by the Axis powers throughout the 
region. Understanding its value to the national interest, the service 
expanded over time to adopt new technologies as they arose, with 
higher quality radio signals and digital services, as well as further 
content that expanded the broadcasteris reach. 


Radio Australia provided services throughout the Asia-Pacific in 
Mandarin, Bahasa Indonesia, Khmer, Burmese, and Vietnamese; however, 
major budget cuts in 2015 saw broadcasts in these languages abandoned. 
There remains some online content in Mandarin and Bahasa Indonesia, 
but Radio Australia now operates primarily in English, with a small 
arm in Tok Pisin for Papua New Guinea (PNG), and limited services in 
French for the Francophone Pacific. 


Alongside the abandonment of its array of regional language 
broadcasts, last yearis cessation of its shortwave services 
demonstrated a major lack of foresight. While shortwave technology may 
seem outdated to those in Australia, the technology still performs a 
vital service throughout the Pacific. Shortwave transmissions can 
travel thousands of kilometres and be picked up by low-cost radios run 
on batteries or solar power. 


In remote parts of the Melanesian states of PNG, the Solomon Islands, 
and Vanuatu there is no access to an FM radio signal, and limited and 
expensive internet availability. To many people in these remote 


regions, Radio Australiais shortwave broadcasts were their only ready 
source of credible and reliable news and information, including 
emergency service information (crucial in a region prone to natural 
disasters). FM frequencies can also easily be shut down by 
authorities, as Fijiis Frank Bainimarama did in 2009. Shortwave 
doesnit have such vulnerabilities, making the service an essential 
asset in times of political unrest. 


At the time the shortwave services were shut down, Vanuatu Prime 
Minister Charlot Salwai expressed his concern about the move. Citing 
the countryis experience with Cyclone Pam in 2015, he stated, isome of 
the most reliable and comprehensive early warnings and post-disaster 
information came from Radio Australiais shortwave service. Australian 
shortwave assisted communities to prepare for, Survive and recover 
from a terrible natural disaster. For us it is not outdated technology 
at all. It is appropriate and é6éfit-for-purposei and an important means 
to inform and safeguard Ni-Vanuatu people.i 


There seems to be broadly two main reasons for the decision to shut 
down Radio Australiais shortwave broadcasts. First, a disconnect 
between the lives led by ABC management and the people throughout the 
Pacific that Radio Australia was designed to serve (highlighted by 
Salwai). And second, the incessant hostility toward the ABC from The 
Australian newspaper (in particular) and elements within the Liberal 
Party, leading to a culture of constant anxiety and second-guessing 
within the organization. 


Last week The Australian was forced to issue an apology for reader 
comments on its website threatening to burn down the ABCis Sydney 
offices. And in a display of ideological chest-beating two weeks ago 
at a meeting of the Liberal Party council, the party voted to sell off 
the national broadcaster. 


Although several government ministers have stated that selling off the 
ABC is not government policy, nor will it be, the culture that these 
events create makes it very difficult for the ABC to operate in an 
effective capacity. While strident elements within the Liberal Party 6 
and their sympathetic press 6 have failed to understand the wider 
implications of their ideological crusades, the issue of China Radio 
International taking over Radio Australiais former shortwave 
frequencies may bring these implications into clearer view for them. 


It should also bring the Australian government a clearer picture of 
the efforts it now requires to maintain influence in the South 
Pacific, and become highly aware of what infrastructure it has in 
place throughout the region. Australiais primary asset is its 
longstanding regional presence and positive legacy, but this incident 
has made it clear that Beijing will swiftly move into any of the 


spaces Australia abandons, and Canberra will lack the capability to 
reclaim them. 


The Australian government is currently conducting a review of all 
Australian broadcasting services throughout the Asia-Pacific region

(announcers and music); 1209 with Shakira singing "Waka Waka" (This 
Time for Africa), which I have heard here before. Continuing to have 
what sounds like N. Korea jamming here? (Ron Howard, Asilomar State 
Beach, CA, EtUn E1, antenna: 100' long wire, WOR iog via DXLD) 


*xx CHINA. 9200, July 1 at 1227, CNR1 music and talk // 11785 and many 
others. Aoki/NDXC shows it’s a xjammer vs Sound of Hope on 9199.907, 
but no het audible from that (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx CHINA. Ennesima manutenzione per Radio Cina Internazionale

As GH says, there's 
ALWAYS something wrong in Cuba!) including news and commentary about 
President Trump's anti-immigrant/refugee policy, and then into Mid- 
week edition of the mailbag, reading letters from listeners who don't 
exist since nobody listens to SW broadcast any more. Then into info 
about festivals in Cuba, and a program about JosE Marti. 4+54+4+3 
muddy modulation. // 6000 was much better: 554+4+4, modulation here 
also a bit muddled, but better than 60 metres. 0500-0600 28/Jun 
SDRplay +SDRuno, +randomwire (Kenneth Vito Zichi, Williamston MI, MARE 
Tipsheet 29 June via DXLD) 


*xx CUBA [and non]. 9580, June 29 at 0118, CRI English relay is very 
undermodulated on an S9+30 signal. // 9570 via ALBANIA about one word 
ahead is *xmuchx louder tho weaker on the meter at only S9+20. 
Something’s always wrong at RadioCuba. Relative audibility of these 
two varies greatly depending also on how propagation is working from 
Europe; quite well tonight (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xk CUBA. 9535, June 29 at 0642, VP signal in English, S5-S7. After 
Algeria via France, with which it must have been colliding at 05-06, 
this must be RHC --- yes, can make it // 6165. 9535 is supposed to be 
in Spanish only and close at 0500*. Something's always wrong at RHC. 
But not ~24 hours later at 0623 June 30 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF 
RADIO 1937, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


11880, June 29 at 2158, RHC music not // 11840, 11760, 12000 Spanish 
service; 2159 ID opening French hour early. How early was the prelude? 


Something's always wrong at RHC. 


6270, June 30 at 0627, JBA carrier from RHC leapfrog of 6060 over 
6165, so I compare the fundamentals: 

6165, S9+10/20, good modulation 

6100, S9+10 and JBM 

6060, S9+20/30, loudest modulation as usual, verging on over- 
6000, S9+10/20, undermodulated. Something's always wrong at RHC. 


6000, July 1 at 0134, S9+30/40 RHC English with song in Spanish, not 
// 6060 Spanish, but 6000 is just barely modulated // 6165 with good 
modulation at S9+40/50. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


12028.57, July 1 at 0147, suspicious JBA carrier, I bet a spur from 
RHC Spanish 12000, as usual overmodulated and splattering, which is 
S9+35 and also squealing like WEWN. So I look for a match on the 
opposite side, and there it is, on about 11971.38, i.e. plus/minus 
~28.6 kHz. The slight disparity implies 12000 itself is slightly off- 
frequency-minus, but not measured.

9585 approx., July 1 at 1230, filthy spur QRMing KSDA [see GUAM], out 
of the 9570 relay of CRI. Also at 1346 vs BBC Burmese via Singapore, 
and a match circa 9555. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba. These 
spurs have been spewing for years (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


**x CUBA [and non]. 13740, July 1 at 1246, RHC is S9+20/30 during ‘Cuba 
Campesina’ rustic music, with squeals on this defective transmitter. 


13700, July 1 at 1246, RHC is not on yet, but there is a JBA carrier, 
which Aoki/NDXC shows would be CNR13, in Uighur via Lingshi 725 site 
until 1400. Incredibly, Aoki has no entry for RHC on 13700, let alone 
all the spurs: 


13700, July 1 at 1302, RHC has just come on, and it’s blasting spurs 
all over the place at 66- or 67-kHz intervals, accompanied by the 
persistent F# tone above Cmiddle, which helps identity the furthest 
ones out, while closer in, programming is recognizable if tuned in FM 
mode. Here are the approx. center frequencies, but the stronger closer 
clearest ones spread up to 10 kHz wide: 


13766, 13833, 13900, 13966, 14033 - bothered with CW QRM as it 
INTRUDES into the 20m hamband. 


13635, 13567, 13500, 13434 - mixing with CODAR, 13369, 13300, 13233, 
13167, 13100, 13033. The bottom four are JBA, with a trace on the 
lowest. That's a total of 15, five on the plus side, ten on the minus 
side, perhaps the greatest number so far. Yet, other days there will 
be none at all; you never know. If not this, something's always wrong 
at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1937, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


5012-5035 approx., July 2 at 0121, R. Rebelde, 5025V is $9+30/45, 
distorted and splattering out at least to this range, the fundamental 
also waVering. WRMI*s limited use of 5010 to Cuba and beyond is 
prudent instead of former 5015; give Rebelde a wide berth! Even 
affects 5040 RHC which is blasted from the other side by 5050 WWRB 
during fortunately rare activation, and to make it worse, 5040 is 
undermodulated. So a toss-up whether to try 5040 on LSB or USB.

DIGEST) 


6165, UT Monday July 2 at 0136, RHC in wrong language! Spanish instead 
of English, which remains on 6000 only. All other Spanish frequencies 
checked are really SS, not exchanged with English: 5040, 6060, 7330, 

9535, 11700, 11760, 11830, 11840, 11850, 12000. And this is about when 
some guy on 5850 & 7780 is saying ‘*Something’s always wrong at RHC’°. 


And this is also when “En Contacto’’s final repeat is starting, first 
topic, seQales digitales. At 0145-0148 concludes with a monthly Dx 
report voiced by Pedro Sedano of AER in Spain. He spends much of his 
precious triminute spelling out postal and e-mail addresses (not in 
Spanish, of course) for QSL attempts, having time to deal with 
external schedules for only two stations, Afghanistan and Mongolia, 
plus a quick mention of RVA closing SW this coming June 30 (like, 
yesterday) (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1937, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


9570, July 2 at 1229, JBA carrier, certainly not CRI via CUBA, which 
is inexplicably AWOL, along with its filthy spurs circa 9555 & 9585. 
Something's always wrong at RadioCuba. The uncoveree would be KBSWR in 
Indonesian (also English at 13 should Cuba still be off). 


13700, July 2 at 1302, RHC fails to provide 15 FM spurs today across 
the 20, 21 and 22 meter bands; just the 13660 leapfrog with 13740. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


11760, July 2 at 1930 on caradio, I’m hearing RHC amid English hour, 
so punch the code to read out the frequency in Morse --- 11760! Did it 


again, to be sure. Yes! It’s supposed to be on 15140, which I check a 
bit later with direct entry into the DX-375, and yes, that transmitter 
is OFF. Something's always wrong at RHC. Missed checking what happened 
July 3; maybe July 4? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1937, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


9554 & 9586 approx., July 3 at 1350, CRI relay’s distorted FMish spurs 
out of S9+20 9570 are closer to plus/minus 16 kHz than 15. Something's 
always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


11880, July 3 at 2151, surprised to find RHC English underway at 
S9+20. There is NO English supposed to be on any frequency at this 
hour; on 11880 just at 23-24, still then as confirmed later. I suppose 
11880 transmitter was turned on (how?) early before 2200 French, and 
plugged into a program feed line inhabited by English, maybe also ona 
webcast or FM network at 2100? Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

listeners club in Chennai. 


Several shortwave radio stations across the world have been shutting 
down lately. The British Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) recently ended 
the BBC Tamil shortwave service. 


On the decline 


Mr. Jaisakthivel explained why shortwave radio is on the decline. 
iAndroid phones have become the new norm. People hardly listen to the 
radio. Clear signal transmissions are interrupted by cable wires and 
electronic devices at home. Not many stores sell shortwave radio 
devices these days because firms have stopped manufacturing them.i 


Ardic DX, which began in 1997 with 280 members across Tamil Nadu, now 
has about 80. iThe number [of members] has fallen drastically. But 
there are several benefits of using shortwave radio, which people 
should know,i he explained. 


Powerful medium 


Unlike medium wave, the shortwave signal is powerful. It transmits 
information across the globe to anyone who owns a radio and is capable 
of receiving the signal. Listeners can connect with the culture, 
tradition and history of other countries, and remain updated about the 
latest happenings globally. 


Language classes 


Shortwave stations also provide free language classes with learning 
material, and career opportunities. iStations often ask technical 
monitors to submit reports after listening to their programmes,i said 
Mr. Jaisakthivel. 


Arun Narasimhan, another ardent listener, said, iI was in school when 
I used to rush home to listen to the radio. I remember the U.S. 
invasion of Iraq 6 my father and I would listen to the BBC all night 
on radio. TV options were also very limited then.i 


Mr. Narasimhan's father introduced him to shortwave radio when he was 
five years old. 


iWe used to love listening to the latest Tamil songs on the Sri Lanka 
Broadcasting Corporation every morning. Today, my son enjoys it,i he 


said. Despite setbacks, Ardic DX members are determined to encourage 
the hobby among new listeners.

iwWe meet every week to discuss topics related to shortwave radio. We

*xk LATVIA. ----------- HISTORY OF THE LEGENDARY RADIOTEKHNIKA FACTORY 


Riga, 1927. There is a massive hobby for radio, only in one year the 
number of radio subscribers in Latvia increases from one and a half to 
ten thousand people. At the same time, the owner of the photo studio, 
a native of the Jewish family, Abram Leibovitz, quickly realized that 
selling radio equipment was a very profitable occupation. But only the 
production of their own models is a very time consuming process, but 
selling foreign ready equipment is much more interesting. But in 
Latvia there is a law on competition, which nullifies the entire 
benefit of such activities. A born businessman Leibovitz comes up with 


an exit: to buy ready-made radios in Germany, right on the spot to 
dismantle them, pack out spare parts and, in the guise of radio 
components, bring them to the country. Already in Riga receivers were 
collected anew and sold under the guise of local with the label 
A.L.Radio. So JSC "Abrama Leibovica foto radio centrale", became the 
progenitor of the legendary plant "Radiotehnika". 


Second dad In the thirties, Leibovitz invites a brilliant technician 
to work at the age of 22 who won the Ministry of Internal Affairs 
competition and collected two hundred regenerative three-lamp battery 
radiators for border guards. Alexander Apsisis, who is often 
mistakenly considered the founder of the Riga plant, did not work for 
Leibovitz for very long, since they did not agree on some working 
issues. Subsequently (in 1934) Apsitis decides to register his 
production: the company "A. Apsitis & F. Zhukovskis", which produces 
receivers of "Tonmeistars", and also produces radio accessories. 


At the same time, Leibovitz has a new problem: Adolf Hitler comes to 
power in Germany, which aggravates the "Jewish question". At the 
beginning of his reign, the country's enterprises were advised not to 
work with representatives of this nationality, so Leibovitz loses his 
main supplier of radio components, and he has to start developing his 
own models. 


The strategies of the companies Leibovitz and Apsitis were completely 
different: the first was a "businessman to the marrow of bones", he 
attracted buyers due to the appearance of his goods and powerful 
advertising. Absolutely commercial component of the business 
Leibovitsa made itself felt: if there was an opportunity to profit 
from loss of quality, he did not miss it. This affects so far - now 
the original radio receivers of its production are extremely difficult 
to find in working order. 


Apsitis, being an excellent radio technician, was chasing after the 
quality. His different models sometimes differed little from each 
other in appearance, but were assembled perfectly. Ultimately Apsitis 
made the maximum contribution to the development of the company, which 
later becomes known as Radiotehnika. The combination of a merchant and 
equipment In 1940, Soviet troops entered Riga, and the new government 
nationalized Apsitis company, combining it with several small private 
companies, and himself technology has made the general manager. Now 
the association was called "Radiotehnika". In turn, the company 
Leibovitz also nationalized - it became part of the enterprise 
"Radiopionieris". During the war, the Germans merged Radiopionieris 
and Radiotehnika, making them a subsidiary of Telefunken Geratewerk 
Riga. 


By the end of the war, in 1944, all enterprises tried to export to 


Germany, but thanks to Alexander Apsitis, most of the equipment was 
still preserved (in the boxes for transportation, he imperceptibly 
laid bricks and scrap), and when the German occupation was lifted, the 
plant again received his former director and the name "Radiotehnika". 
The enterprise intended to resume the production of radio equipment, 
but it was necessary to start with the help in restoring the bridge 
that was destroyed during the war through the Daugava. At the same 
time, the traces of Abram Leibovitz are lost, the last mention of 
which can be found only during the German occupation.

x The power 135 kW in 1971 looks like a tx manufactured by 
Elektroimpex in Hungary. This tx type was manufactured since (at 
least) the early 1950s. 


Now I also remember the 135 kW txs that operated in Hungary - I didn't 
know who built them. Elektroimpex built several 135 kW trs, including 
Kaliningrad 1385 kHz, but CFTH (Thomson) also built several ones 
(model 721), including Ljubljana, Zagreb, according to WRTH 1957. 
Already in WRTH 1957 a CFTH model 1392 at 25 kW is listed for Skopje. 


In WRTH 1958 the 135 kW txer pops up for Skopje, but it never shows up 


in the CFTH lists, so may be Hungarian made, but see below. 


In WRTH 1964 it says that BBC delivered (no year) 100 kW SW for 
Stublice and 100 kW MW for Skoplje. A little bit of confusion here ... 
(Olle Alm-SWE, wwdxc BC-DX TopNews April 22, 2002) 


Interestingly, WRTH 2002 lists power as 500 kW! Although some reports 
stated that the new Thomcast [Thales] tx would be 1200 kW. 


Olle's information seems to suggest just one tx on 810 kHz with an 
output power of 1000 kW {ITU Geneve requested/registered} - for 
instance >the tx< is mentioned. 


Yes, I think Brown Boveri indeed offered like Thomson single txs of 
this power level, contrary to the practice of Telefunken; Kvitsoy 1314 
kHz, Marnach 1440 kHz and Langenberg 1593 kHz are/were pairs of 600 kW 
txs, Mainflingen 1539 kHz is a pair of 350 kW units. (Actually Marnach 
has three tx, but most likely one as spare, I think it is not possible 
to operate all rigs simultaneously as a single 1800 kw.) 


The WRTH only lists location of the 135 kW unit on 810 kHz as Skopje, 
but seemingly a different site to the 1000 kW one. I suppose it could 
have been shifted to Ovce Pole later. 


I also wonder if the 1000/1200 kW site was completely new, i.e. the 
old 135 kW transmitter is located elsewhere. Of course the question 
remains, why the shut-down of the "old" high power tx?

MACEDONIA 810 HIGH-POWER AM TRANSMITTER INAUGURATED. 


Macedonian Prime Minister Ljubco Georgievski formally put a new 1200 
kW medium-wave tx "Ovce Pole" into operation on Monday [10 June, 2002 
year]. 


In his address at the ceremony, Georgievski extended gratitude to the 
German and French embassies for putting this project among their 
priorities, as it would enable for the Macedonian Radio - Radio Skopje 
to improve its broadcasting quality throughout the country and the 
region. 


French Ambassador FranAois Terrell said that this project presented a 
new opportunity for the voice from Macedonia to be spread throughout 
Europe, while German Ambassador Werner Burkhardt said it was a new 
approach to democratisation of the relations in Macedonia. 


The tx is produced by the French company "Tales-Broadcast End 
Multimedia", presenting a top- product in this sphere. The German and 
French govts donated funds for procuring of the tx, while the public 
company "Macedonian Broadcast" provided financial support for its 
assembly. The project is worth about 2.5m Euros (MIA nx agency, via 
BBC_Monitoring via dxld, June 10, 2002 year)

I get Sinaloans on 610 & 650 easily, including again 
today, but not this one, last logged Oct 9, 2016 at 1226; could XETX 
be gone, migrated to FM-only? No, as in DXLD 17-48, XETX is in a list 
of only 5 Chihuahua stations that will stay on AM, as is XEHS among 
only 4 for Sinaloa. 


610, June 27 at 1113, banda music is way dominant, from XEGS, Guasave, 
Sinaloa, 1115 ‘El Madrugador’ program name (the early-morning man), DJ 
talk and back to music; by 1125 UT, KCSP Kansas City SPorts has taken 
over 610 for today. Not a matter of power or pattern change, as it’s 
one of those lucky grandfathered stations running 5/5 kW day and 
night, non-direxional, tho June marx its earliest sunrises of the 
year: 1045 UT.

I know this can be jargon-y, so let me explain. 


A continuity obligation is generated when the service area of a 
migrated FM is smaller than that of the existing AM station, and 
shutting off the AM station would leave a community without any 
listenable radio stations. 


A continuity obligation can be resolved by ensuring there is a radio 
station to cover the community or communities without other service. 
This can happen in one of two ways. 


In some cases, power increases have been awarded to stations 
attempting to replicate as much as possible their AM service areas, 
going beyond the initial Class B1 cap for migrants. I know of at least 
five: XHHW-FM in Mazatl-n (now 50 kW), XHEL/XHIH in Fresnillo (33.22 
kW), XHDD-FM (now XHERG-FM) which took advantage by increasing power 
to 100 kW and moving into Monterrey, and XHEMA-FM in Fresnillo- 
Zacatecas, which in September 2013 moved from its initial 107.1 at 25 
kW to 107.9 at 100 kW. (XHEMA, understandably, cannot be A90 cleared. 
It, too, is still on AM.) 


The other way this can happen is if a new radio station, such as an 
IFT-4 station, fills the void. (There are five radio stations in the 
Los Mochis-El Fuerte area to be built, four Class As and IFT-4 station 
XHPFRT-FM 95.3.)

XEDKT-1340, which has 
been logged here recently, was not audible that morning, and XEHK-960 
(which I still need) was nowhere to be found beneath all the XEKAM-950 
IBOC slop. So 3 out of 5 were in, and 4 out of 5 have been logged 
here. Not bad considering the distance. 


It's handy to be familiar with this sounder, since you can ID up to 5 
stations with it. From my web stream monitoring, it appears that all 5 
stations simultaneously break into their programming to air this 
hourly newscast, which may start a minute or so late. 


The attached recording only has the newscast title and sounder. The 
whole newscast typically goes something like this: 


"Radiorama informa..." 
[Sometimes] "Radiorama En Punto..." 


[News sounder] 

[Stories with news sounder inbetween] 
"Radiorama inform0..." 

(some kind of promotional remark) 
"Radiorama En Punto" 


Now I definitely need to recheck a few of my Border Inn recordings..

ANALYSIS: POR EL CAMINO DE MORENA 


AndrEs Manuel LUpez Obrador was resoundingly elected last night as 
Mexico's new president. After coming oh so close in 2006 and losing by 
a wider margin in 2012, AMLO capitalized on widespread dissatisfaction 
with the PeOa Nieto government and the traditional parties in Mexican 
politics to secure his ticket to Los Pinos. As of this hour, the 
national returns show AMLO with 53 percent of the vote and a more than 
30-point lead over Ricardo Anaya of the PAN (the PRI pulled 16 percent 
and Jaime Rodriguez CalderUn slightly over 5). Morena had a very good 
night, winning its first five gubernatorial races as a party 
(including Mexico City), while the PRI failed to win in any of the 
nine states on offer. 


The parties of Juntos Haremos Historia also will hold a lot of votes 
in the LXIV Legislature to be convened this fall. According to current 
projections, Morena, the Labor Party (PT) and Encuentro Social (PES) 
will have 70 of the 128 seats in the Senate 6 which won't be elected 
again until 2024 6 as well as 310 of the 500 seats in the Chamber of 
Deputies. 


What could new leadership, and a seismic shift in the political map of 
Mexico, mean for the broadcasting industry?

against PRI-backed attempts to increase enforcement against pirates.

Don't expect the system to be blown up: AMLO has taken a softer tone 
toward powerful interests at times in this election, such as business. 
At the National Radio and Television Week, he reassured attendees that 
he wouldn't seize stations and that concessions would be renewed. 


While many of the radio concessions that were pending got their 
renewals in the last year, there is a big concession hurdle coming up: 
December 31, 2021. Of the 872 active concessions for television 
stations, 555 of them expire on that date as a result of renewals tied 
to earlier versions of the TDT policy (you might notice that was the 
original analog shutdown date at one point). The 12/31/21 concession 
renewals include basically every old-line commercial station in the 
country, including the Televisa and Azteca national networks. 


The IFT's autonomy matters: Students of Mexican broadcasting know that 
lame duck periods once were extremely important and sometimes full of 
shady maneuvers. The November 28, 1988 Radiorama concession batch 
attests to that. Within a few months, however, AMLO will get to make 
his first nomination for a new IFT commissioner, as another vacancy 
will open up in February. The term of a commissioner is 9 years long, 
which means that recent PeOa Nieto appointees such as Arturo Robles 
Rovalo, Javier Ju-rez Mojica and SOstenes Diaz Gonz-lez will remain on 
the IFT through AMLO's tenure in Los Pinos. 


But the RTC is much more of a government agency: The head of the RTC 
is designated by the Secretary of the Interior, the most powerful 
cabinet secretary. The current RTC head is Amador Diaz Moguel, a 
former legal advisor who had previously headed up the section of the 
agency that managed official airtime. Particularly with a change in 
government, there may be philosophical changes here. The RTC has 


generally been a pretty light-touch regulator under PeOa Nieto, with 
fewer and fewer fines. 


Could there be a religious opening? Don't overlook Encuentro Social. 
Founded by a pastor and with its roots in the Baja California state 
party of the same name, the PES is as close as Mexico has come ina 
very long time to organized religion in politics. The PES latched onto 
AMLO's bid. 


Article 16 of the Ley de Asociaciones Religiosas y Culto P’blico 
contains the classic prohibition on religious associations owning 
radio and television stations: 


"Las asociaciones religiosas y los ministros de culto no podr-n poseer 
o administrar, por sil o por interpUsita persona, concesiones para la 
explotaciUn de estaciones de radio, televisiUn o cualquier tipo de 
telecomunicaciUn, ni adquirir, poseer o administrar cualquiera de los 
medios de comunicaciUn masiva. Se excluyen de la presente prohibiciUn 
las publicaciones impresas de car-cter religioso." 


There is one problem for people hoping for a PES-aided religious radio 
boom: the party may not go forward. In Mexico, a party can lose its 
national registration if it fails to obtain 3 percent of the vote in 
all of the elections for deputies, senators or president. Current PREP 
results have the PES and Nueva Alianza in this state. The people who 
ran under the PES banner are still elected 6 some 7 senators and 53 
deputies! 6 but would be without a party (Raymie, July 2, ibid.) 


First on the Mexico Beat: This Information Should Be Redacted 


When IFT commissioners debate something in open session but no final 
action is taken, the resulting deliberations are classified under 
Article 113, Section VIII of the Ley General de Transparencia y Acceso 
a la InformaciUn P’blica, which states that material may be classified 
if it "contains the opinions, recommendations or points of views that 
form part of the deliberative process undertaken by public servants, 
as long as a definitive decision is not adopted". 


In April, the commissioners pulled an application for a new public 
station from the agenda by unanimous vote, and some information was 
classified. This is how it looks on the April 25 meeting notes: 


"ResoluciUn mediante la cual el Pleno del Instituto Federal de 
Telecomunicaciones otorga una concesiUn para usar y aprovechar bandas 
de frecuencias del espectro radioelEctrico para la prestaciUn del 
servicio p’blico de radiodifusiUn sonora en Frecuencia Modulada en 
XXXX XXXX, asl como una concesiUn ‘nica, ambas para uso p‘blico, a 
favor de XXXX XXXX XXXX." 


We shouldn't know who or where this applicant is. But thanks to a 
missed section that should have been redacted, we do. The city is 
Tolcayuca, Hidalgo, and the applicant is the Universidad PolitEcnica 
Metropolitana de Hidalgo. 


Because I suspect this might raise alarm bells at the IFT, I have a 
screenshot as proof that this is the case.

The UPMH is in Tolcayuca, a tiny town of less than 7,000 people near 
the intersection of the Arco Norte mega-bypass of Mexico City and 
Highway 85, which connects Mexico City to Pachuca. This is a region 
that has no licensed stations of its own. The Mexico Beat has covered 
pirates in Tizayuca, 15 km away, in the past, while Pachuca lies about 
24 km away. In the other direction is Mexico City at about 61 km. This 
is to say that this is a region with very few available radio station 
frequencies. 


The UPMH would also hold the distinction of being the youngest public 
university in the country to own a radio station. It was founded in 
2008. The Universidad AutUnoma Intercultural de Sinaloa, established 
in 2001, is the current young gun among Mexico's public university 
broadcasters, though its XHMFS-FM 95.7 has yet to hit the air; the 
Universidad TecnolUgica de la RegiUn Norte de Guerrero comes in three 
years younger but lost its station permit to a failure to convert to 
concession (at the time, the station was unbuilt, though the 
university actually signed it on). 


It's unclear why the commissioners pulled the application from the 
agenda. It's also unclear when the application was filed, though 
Tolcayuca does not appear in any of the PABFs covering 2015 through 
2018 (Raymie, July 3, ibid.) 


There was big television news when XHTDMX-TDT in Mexico City began 
programming yesterday, though not the main Multimedios feed. Instead, 
it lit up its second and third digital subchannels for Milenio and 
Teleritmo, respectively. 


The authorization isn't in the June 6 IFT meeting, which cleared the 
Durango transmitter, though with the IFT, there's a good chance that 
we're missing a later Pleno meeting that did approve multiprogramming 
for the station.

ABUJA (Reuters) - "Hembe-lembeh!" yells Ahmad Isah, the host of 
Nigeria's Brekete Family radio program. "Olo-lolo!" shouts his 
audience - more than 100 people who have crammed into his studio, 
looking for justice. 


Brekete Family is a show which promises to help Nigeria's downtrodden 
redress wrongs - a format, says Isah, born out of frustration in an 
official legal system beset by bureaucracy and mismanagement. 


One of the first members of the public to speak is a man who says he 
was unfairly sacked. Instead of going to a tribunal, he has decided 

his best chance of getting his rights is to appear on the talk show, 
broadcast out of the capital Abuja six mornings out of seven. 


Isah puts the man's case to a government official sitting in the 
crowd, who promises to look into it - and the show moves on to two 
groups of relatives arguing over a bequest, the next in a long line of 
plaintiffs waiting in the wings for a hearing. 


"We have bad governance, bad leadership," says Isah, who styles 
himself ‘Ordinary President’. 


"The laws are there but the enforcement is nothing -implementation: 
zero. It is as good as not being there. The laws only favor the rich 
and the mighty in the country, ordinary Nigerians are not being 
protected by law." 


Nigeria's justice ministry did not respond to repeated request for 
comment. 


REDRESS 


Brekete Family does not release listener figures. But the crowds 
waiting outside the gates of the Human Rights Radio station are there 
to see - proof of an audience so established that it has developed its 
own slogans and language. 


The call and response that starts the show has no relation to any of 
Nigeria's official tongues, but Isah says its listeners know it means: 
"One who has nobody has God, and one who has God has everything" - a 
reference to the program's central promise to help the helpless. 


The show puts its callers in touch with government departments and 
tries a measure of mediation - the family dispute seems settled after 


an on-air debate, with an apology from one side. 


In the past it has delivered a measure of its own "justice" by naming 


and shaming officials it says have failed its audience. On occasion it 
has also published the phone numbers of government functionaries and 
asked its audience to badger them for a response. 


After his studio appearance, the first speaker, former university 
professor Idris Isiaku Abdullahi, is confident it will have some 
impact on his dismissal. 


"I am optimistic, I am hopeful, I have every hope that redress will be 
sought here," he says.

ENID, Okla. 6 A Deterding Aerial pilot killed when his plane collided 
with a communications tower northwest of Enid June 19, 2018, was in 
good spirits and accustomed to the area where he was spraying fields, 
a preliminary report filed by the National Transportation Safety Board 
states. 


iAccording to the operator, the airplane was dispatched to apply 
fertilizer to a nearby field and that the pilot was familiar with the 
field (he had applied fertilizer to the field the previous day). 
Preflight operations at 2K1 were normal and company personnel stated 
that the pilot was in good spirits prior to the flight,i the NTSB 
report states. 


The pilot, and sole occupant of the plane, Rodney Sherry, 52, of 
Olton, Texas, died at the scene, according to an Oklahoma Highway 
Patrol press release. [flash video link: 11 seconds, essentially still 
shot of the scene, with wreckage barely? visible] 


Witnesses who saw the plane, an Air Tractor 502B agricultural 
airplane, said everything appeared to be operating normally, but after 
18-10 swath runs over the field, the airplane climbed, turned and then 
impacted the tower.i Skies were clear at the time of the accident, 
which happened at about 7:15 a.m. Visibility was listed on the report 
at 10 miles and the wind was light at 9 mph, according to the NTSB 
report. 


The aircraft was found in an open field north of Oklahoma 45 and 

Garland, about 470 feet north of the 419-foot communications tower. 

OHP originally reported the plane struck a guy-wire on the tower, 

http://www. enidnews.com/news/local_news/updated-man-killed-in-plane-crash- 
northwest-of-enid-identified/article_5dddbeb2-73c8-11e8 -934b-cb6612db64e6. html 
but the NTSB report states that itop 50-feet of the damaged tower 

structure was intertwined within the main wreckage.i The tower later 

was taken down due to safety concerns, according to the NTSB. 


The engine appears to have separated from the plane before impact, 
which evidence shows was a nose-down, vertical impact, and was found 
approximately 352 feet northeast of the main wreckage, the NTSB 
reports. The cockpit seat was intact, air bags were deployed and pilot 
restraints were in use, according to the report. 


iThe engine controls (power, propeller and condition levers), were 
found in the full forward positions. The propeller assembly showed 
evidence consistent with power at the time of impact,i the NTSB report 
states. 


The communications tower was constructed in 1989 and was supported by 
unmarked steel cables, according to the report. The tower location was 
published on current sectional charts and painted and lighted in 
accordance with the FAA. The crop-dusting flight was being conducted 
under the provisions of federal code and originated from a private 
airfield in Pond Creek at 6:45 a.m. A flight plan was not filed, 
according to the NTSB report. 


It was the second fatal crop-dusting plane accident in a month in 
Oklahoma. 


Pond Creek resident Andrew Deterding, 57, owner of Andy Deterding Ag 
Aviation, died May 30 in a crash near El Reno.

He was flying an S2R-T34 Thrush plane about 2 miles north of El Reno 
in Canadian County, when the aircraft struck a radio tower guideline, 
according to an OHP report. 


The plane then hit the ground and caught fire, the report states. 
Deterding was pronounced dead at the scene with head, arm, leg and 
trunk internal injuries. He was transported by the state Medical 
Examiner's Office, according to the report. 


According to other media reports, Deterding was spraying herbicides on 
fields at the time of the crash (Enid Eagle June 29 via DXLD)

“*VANCE RADAR DOWN FOR MAINTENANCE; OPERATIONS NOT IMPACTED

The Vance Air Force Base radar currently is inoperable and awaiting 


repairs, but Vance officials said Thursday the maintenance isn't 
impacting flight operations or weather radar coverage. 


Terri Schaefer, Vance public affairs chief, said the radar went down 
on Tuesday afternoon due to a failure in the bull gear, which turns 
the radar. 


The radar is located at Kegelman Air Force Auxiliary Field, near Salt 
Plains National Wildlife Refuge in Alfalfa County, and is operated by 
National Weather Service (NWS) in Norman for weather observation and 
tracking. 


Schaefer said Vance will be able to use weather coverage from 
overlapping weather radars in Oklahoma City and Wichita, Kan., to 
monitor weather coverage and ensure aircrew and public safety, and the 
maintenance issue with the radar at Kegelman is not impacting flight 
operations. 


Matthew Day, an NWS meteorologist, said weather coverage for northern 
Oklahoma and southern Kansas, which normally would be covered by the 
Vance radar, now is monitored by overlapping areas covered by radars 
in Wichita, Kan., Amarillo, Texas, Dodge City, Kan., Tulsa and 
Oklahoma City. 


Repairs to the Vance radar will require approximately 15,000 pounds of 
equipment and a six-person team, Day said. 


"We're currently working in cooperation with NOAA/NWS to get the parts 
in," Schaefer wrote in an email to the News & Eagle, “and then 
accommodate their technicians with airfield access when it comes to a 
repair/site visit." 


Day said NWS expects to have the radar repaired and back in service by 
July 20°°

One Venezuelan noted, 1090, two Argentinians, 1620 and 1270, a couple 
Brazilians, many Colombians and Ecuadoreans, a few North Americans, 
such as Radio MartI on 1180, an unID US news station on 1640 and 
XEZAR, Mexico, on 1650. I did not notice any stations from Bolivia, 
Paraguay, Uruguay or Chile. And nothing from Central America or the 
Caribbean either. 


It is interesting to notice that the magnetic equator, which cuts Per’ 
in two halves, roughly by the latitude of Lima, does have some bearing 
on what stations can be heard. Stations located south of the magnetic 
equator are not always audible in the north where Don Moore was 
travelling. On the other hand, many of the Lima stations were really 
powerful, 580, 700, 730, 880, 990 and especially 1010. Among the 
Ecuadoreans, the stations in the south and in Guayaquil were 
predominant. From Colombia, Bogot- was heard but not one single 
station from Medellin or Barranquilla.

AS OF Friday (June 1) radio listeners can find all three Radio Turks 
and Caicos (RTC) stations under one FM dial - 89.1. The announcement 
was made on Wednesday (May 30) by RTC director Christopher Jarrett and 
his team. 


RTC is moving away from the three frequencies of 101.9, 103.9 and 
107.7 FM as the public has known it for the last 30 years. All three 


frequencies will be converted to one frequency on the FM band in order 
to rectify its current reception deficiencies and make it easier for 
listeners across the TCI to hear the station whenever they commute 
across the TCI. 


Minister of Home Affairs and Communications, Hon Vaden Williams 
commented on the change, stating: "We have seen many changes and over 
time RTC has changed from an AM frequency to three frequencies and 
will continue to be on the FM band, while we will reserve an AM band 
for a national radio service for the foreseeable future, should 
hazards or climate change affect our islands.i 


He also addressed industry speculation that RTC radio is now located 
in Providenciales. "We are happy to confirm that a sub-office and 
studio is located in Downtown Provo, where shows are broadcast from 
and other businesses conducted,i Williams disclosed. 


Meanwhile, the boardis decision to change the frequency reportedly 
corresponds with telecommunications decisions made at Cabinet and 
which will be announced at a later date. "The change to one frequency 
is certainly a boost for the population of the TCI, as more residents 
and listeners use a variety of ways to listen to the station and 
therefore, with adjustments to lifestyle, we made the necessary 
adjustments. 


"89.1 put us ahead as the Governmentis station as we continue to 
educate and inform as well as entertain,i RTC director Jarrett said. 
He added that residents in the sister islands will now hear RTC on the 
same frequency, without having to guess where the station is located 
on the band. 


"To this day, many still believe that 107, 103 and 101 was island- 
wide, when in fact these frequencies represented one island within the 
chain,i he said. 


The change to 89.1 will be executed in phases over the course of one 
day - Grand Turk will be first in making the switch, followed by South 
Caicos, Middle Caicos and Providenciales, in that order. 


Other broadcasters desirous of bidding for the old frequencies, will 
have to wait two months after the switch, due to changes made to the 
licence plan. 


RTC will also be launching a Radio 2, to be announced at a later date. 
Chairman of the RTC board, Ryan Walkin stated that the change in the 


frequency of the existing RTC opens up additional services in order to 
avoid potential interference from the high power national Dominican 


stations, which sometimes bleed into the TCI. 


Deputy director of RTC, Lynette Thomas also added that the team at RTC 
and previous boards discussed what has now led to the designing of the 
new logo for RTC. The new logo comprises of the change to FM 89, new 
emails, new URL, and will be added to the website next week. Thomas 
added the logo signifies the coverage of RTC across the TCI with the 
colours of the country beautifully captured for all to see the new 
RTC. 


She ended by saying that in addition to a second arm, a much bigger 
secret will be revealed soon. RTC on the new 89.1 FM band, is touted 
as creating a bigger and brighter future for the oldest station in the 
TCI (via July WTFDA VHF-UHF Digest via DXLD)

Not exactly. Backscatter is when a small fraxion of a forward signal 
is scattered backward toward the transmitter site, and perhaps beyond, 
from the first refraxion point in the ionosphere. This is merely back- 
radiation directly out of the transmitter site antennas, amounting to 
a much greater fraxion of the output power. The amount of back- 
radiation suppression varies greatly depending on the antenna type. 
You might be getting backscatter if e.g. you are too close to the site 
in the skip zone but still hearing a weak signal. If you are also 
getting a direct signal, there could be a slight echo, not necessarily

With the headline "BROUGHT AFRICAN MUSIC TO THE WORLD," the Washington

death of Leo Sarkisian. I've listened to "Music Time In Africa" since 
the 1980s, but I never heard Sarkisian host the show. I would only 
hear him briefly introducing some of his archived recordings in 
programs hosted by Rita Rochelle Hunt.

Leo Sarkisian, a self-taught ethnomusicologist whose popular weekly 
radio show, "Music Time in Africa," remains the Voice of America's 
longest-running English-language program, died June 8 at an 
assisted-living center in Bedford, N.H. He was 97. 


The cause was congestive heart failure, said a nephew, Levon Andonian. 


Born to Armenian immigrants who had fled ethnic violence in Turkey, 
Mr. Sarkisian was a decorated World War II veteran and artist who fell 
into an international music career through a series of lucky 
encounters. Among them was a fateful meeting with radio legend Edward 
R. Murrow, who hired him in 1961 to work for Voice of America. 


As part of a Cold War strategy to cultivate a positive image of the 
United States at a time when many African countries were gaining 
independence from colonial powers, Mr. Sarkisian was given wide leeway 
to travel and forge relationships. Over several decades, he visited 
more than 38 African countries, lugging a half-ton tape recorder in a 
station wagon and meeting with presidents and villagers, dictators and 
drummers, in the name of music. 


His show introduced African sounds to millions of listeners around the 
world and gave local musicians global exposure - jump-starting the 
careers of some, such as the Nigerian musician Fela Kuti. He recorded 
American jazz trumpeter Louis Armstrong when he visited Africa as a 
goodwill ambassador, and he trained sound engineers at newly 
independent radio stations across the continent, many of whom 
continued to send him local recordings to play on his show. 


Unlike other experts who specialized in one area or another, Mr. 
Sarkisian was "utterly agnostic and inclusive," said Kelly Askew, a 
professor of anthropology and Afro-American and African studies at the 
University of Michigan, whose library is home to the Leo Sarkisian 
Archive and lists it as "one of the top four collections of African 
musical heritage in the world." 


"He was interested in anything and everything that was performed that 
had a melody or drumming, whether it was church music, Islamic music, 
orchestral classical music," Askew said. "He wasn't stuck to some 
traditional idea of what counted as African music." 


Many people he recorded had never met an American before. Mr. 
Sarkisian's show taught them and other listeners across 
English-speaking Africa about the music of their own countries and 
that of their neighbors. 


"He was the man," Peter Clottey told The Washington Post in 2012. He 
was a native of Ghana who listened to Mr. Sarkisian's show in the 
1970s, '80s and '90s and later became a reporter for the VOA program 
"Daybreak Africa." 


"People thought he was very authentic, and he got to know the 
musicians firsthand," he said. "To hear your country's music on an 
international station is a big deal. . . . Nobody had done that 
before." 


Levon Sarkisian was born in Lawrence, Mass., on Jan. 4, 1921. He was a 
clarinetist in high school, and he studied Middle Eastern music theory 
with an Armenian violinist in his home town. 


"All of the ethnic communities were very close, and they'd play music 
on Sundays at picnics," he said in an interview with the Library of 
Congress. "That's where I first absorbed all the rhythms and 
discovered the Arabic lute." He also fell in love with the kanun, a 
74-string Middle Eastern lap harp, and played it throughout his life. 


His talent for drawing earned him a scholarship at the Vesper George 
School of Art in Boston, where he graduated with special honors in 
1942. He then served in the Army during World War II as a map-drawer 
and participated in the Battle of Anzio in Italy. His decorations 
included the Bronze Star Medal. 


After the war, Mr. Sarkisian worked in New York City as a commercial 
advertising illustrator, but he had a side hobby: In the evenings, he 
would go to the New York Public Library and read up on the music of 
the Middle East, Central and Southeast Asia, China and Japan. With a 
knack for languages, he also learned Farsi and some Arabic, in 
addition to the Turkish, Armenian and French he had learned as a 
child. 


Reading the printed descriptions of music was frustrating to him. "He 
would get these tantalizing snippets - ‘Oh, and they drummed 
throughout the night,' " Askew said. "A musicologist needs more than 
that. Was it syncopated drumming? Single drum? A drum ensemble? A 


tambourine?" 


Mr. Sarkisian's published essays about music caught the eye of a 
fellow veteran - and resulted in an unexpected knock on the door of 
his apartment. "It was a man with a fancy sport coat and hat," he told 
the Library of Congress. "He said, ‘I'm Colonel Fogel from Hollywood. 
I read some of your notes on world music.' " 


The colonel, Irving Fogel, ran Tempo Records, which acquired original 
field recordings for use as background music by movie studios. Because 
of Mr. Sarkisian's understanding of music and command of languages, 
Fogel hired him and trained him as an audio engineer. 


Mr. Sarkisian and his wife, the former Mary Andonian, flew to Los 
Angeles and moved into Fogel's opulent European-style castle in 
Beverly Hills, where Walt Disney was a regular guest. Mr. Sarkisian 
worked on the background music for "The African Queen," starring 
Humphrey Bogart and Katharine Hepburn, and several Tarzan films. 


In 1950, Fogel sent the couple abroad to help radio stations in 
Afghanistan, Pakistan and Bangladesh. Upon arriving in Afghanistan, 
Mr. Sarkisian, a jolly, easygoing man, became friends with Zahir Shah, 
the king, who insisted that the couple extend their eight-month stay 
to 3 1/2 years. They traveled the country with a massive reel-to-reel 
tape recorder, sleeping in pup tents in the mountains and conversing 
with villagers in their native tongues. 


"One morning, in the snow, I got out of my hut and there was a whole 
group of horsemen there," Mr. Sarkisian told the Library of Congress. 
He walked up to one of them. "I gave him a good ole American 
handshake. 


Another horseman pulled out a lute. He said, ‘I heard you were 
interested in our music.' So I spent the whole night with that leader. 
We drank a whole bottle of vodka. He asked about my American family. I 
asked about his family. And that became my whole mission in my life - 
making friends." 


In 1959, Tempo assigned Mr. Sarkisian to record in the newly 
independent states of Ghana, Guinea, the Ivory Coast and Liberia. 
While living in Guinea, Mr. Sarkisian had another life-changing knock 
on his apartment door. It was Murrow, lighting a cigarette. 


Murrow, the longtime CBS newsman and TV personality who had just 
become head of the U.S. Information Agency, listened to some of his 
recordings. "He said, ‘That's marvelous; it's just like American jazz' 
- because it was really jivey," Mary Sarkisian told The Post in 2012. 
Murrow hired Mr. Sarkisian on the spot as Voice of America's music 


director for Africa. 


The Sarkisians moved to Washington and, in May 1965, "Music Time in 
Africa" began airing. It was available around the world via shortwave 
radio (though the station did not broadcast in the United States until 
2013). The show was immediately popular; at one point, Mr. Sarkisian 
was receiving 8,000 fan letters a month, each of which was answered by 
him or his wife. 


Mr. Sarkisian continued to travel, recording hundreds of hours of 
traditional and contemporary music in nearly 40 African countries for 
the program, which ran once or twice a week. He retired in 2012, but 
the show continues today with Heather Maxwell as host. 


The Sarkisians lived in Rockville, Md., until moving to New Hampshire 
three years ago. In addition to his wife, survivors include a sister. 


Asked why his show had endured so long, Mr. Sarkisian recalled Murrow 
speaking about the "last three feet." 


"He said, the most crucial link in an exchange is the last three feet, 
personal contact, one person talking to another; in a journey of 
10,000 miles only the last three feet matter," he told the Library of 
Congress. "That has been what our lives have been about, that ‘last

Who would have thought my most wanted DTV station was only 97 miles 
away and that after hundreds of nights and thousands of hours with an 
Antennacraft MXV 5100 aimed exactly 360 degrees north to it, I had no 
decode, Nada. 


The MXV-5100 is on my chimney about 24' above ground at about 1185' 
ASL and about 200' HAAT. 


Two weeks ago I put an Antennacraft 10 element, ch 7-13 at about 80' 
above ground on one of my 66' towers. It's a little better on the 
highband VHF channels than the MXV 5100. As with the MXV-5100, I 
pointed it due north over night, several nights, but no decodes. 


The station I was seeking to decode was broadcasting from a tower at 
4554' ASL, but there were several 5000'+ mountains between me and it 
with 3000' mountains as close as 19 miles from my hill top. Sometimes 
I had a pretty good signal from the station, but never any decodes 
because of multipath. 


You see, the station I hoped to decode was over 9/10ths the way across 
the Appalachian mountains from me, and stations don't decode on tropo 


across 5000' Appalachian mountains. Tell me if I'm wrong. 


TV Fool and Rabbit Ears show the station as being pretty easy to 
receive, NO! TV Fool shows the station has a NM of +9.5 at my antenna. 
WRONG! I receive stations 24-7 at 100 miles, stations like WOLO-8 and 
WIS-10 with NMs of +5 and +6. The Rabbit Ears Contours show me within 
the blue bounding coverage contour! HA! 


This most wanted station received today, and my best DTV DX from this 
SC location, is WCYB-5, Holston Mountain, TN, 9/10ths the way across 
the Appalachians. Finally! I really thought it would never happen

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 25 June - 01 July 2018 


Solar activity was at very low levels. Region 2715 (N08, L=231, 
class/area Dao/070 on 23 Jun) was the only spotted region on the 
disk and was quiet throughout the summary period. No Earth-directed 
CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
high levels throughout the period. A maximum flux of 5,570 pfu was 
observed at 28/1935 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet to isolated G1 (Minor) storm 
periods from late on 25 Jun through 26 Jun in response to an SSBC 
from a positive to a negative sector observed midday on 25 Jun. A 
CIR signature was evident early on 26 Jun in advance of an 
equatorial, negative polarity CH HSS. Total field (Bt) peaked at 14 
nT, the Bz component reached a maximum negative extent of -9 nT and 
wind speeds increased from about 400 km/s to about 670 km/s; all 
during 26 Jun. For the remainder of the summary period, field 
conditions were at quiet levels with an isolated unsettled interval 
late on 27 Jun. By the end of the summary period, Bt and Bz were at 
nominal levels while wind speeds decreased to near 350 km/s. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 02 JULY - 28 JULY 2018 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels through 10 Jul. 
With the return of old Region 2715 (NOQ8, L=231) from 11-24 Jul, 
activity levels are expected to remain at very low levels, with a 
slight chance for C-class activity. A return to very low levels is 
expected from 25-28 Jul. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at high levels on 02-10 Jul and again on 21-28 Jul 
due to CH HSS influence. Normal to moderate levels are expected from 
11-20 Jul. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled to active 
levels on 15 Jul and 20-24 Jul with isolated G1 (Minor) geomagnetic 
storms likely on 23 Jul, all due to recurrent CH HSS activity. 
Mostly quiet levels are expected for the remainder of the outlook 
period.

UPCOMING METEOR SHOWERS 

Alpha Capricornids --- Active from July 11th to August 10th, 2018 


The Alpha Capricornids are active from July 11 through [sic] August 
with a "plateau-like" maximum centered on July 29. This shower is not 
very strong and rarely produces in excess of five shower members per 
hour. What is notable about this shower is the number of bright 
fireballs produced during its activity period. This shower is seen 
equally well on either side of the equator. 

Radiant: 20:28 -10.2 - ZHR: 5 - Velocity: 15 miles/sec (slow - 24 
km/sec) - Parent Object: 169P/NEAT 


Perseids === Active from July 13th to August 26th, 2018 


The Perseids are the most popular meteor shower as they peak on warm 
August nights as seen from the northern hemisphere. The Perseids are 
active from July 13 to August 26. They reach a strong maximum on 
August 12 or 13, depending on the year. Normal rates seen from rural 
locations range from 50-75 shower members per hour at maximum. The 
Persesids are particles released from comet 109P/Swift-Tuttle during 
its numerous returns to the inner solar system. They are called 
Perseids since the radiant (the area of the sky where the meteors seem 
to originate) is located near the prominent constellation of Perseus 
the hero when at maximum activity.

DON'T JUST CELEBRATE OUR INDEPENDENCE, DEFEND IT

This coming week weill celebrate our 242nd Independence Day 6 
originally a celebration of no longer having a king, of gaining 
liberty from tyranny. 


This Fourth of July, I urge us all to pause and ponder where our 
nation stands today with respect to that liberty, and what course we 
are charting for our children. 


Our unlikely republic survived its first test in its infancy, when 
George Washington 6 who could easily have made himself a dictator 6 
eschewed lifetime rule to defend the checks and balances in our 
government. 


Those restrictions on power have protected us from ourselves and from 
the ambitions of our leaders for the last 24 decades. But, the checks 
and balances hold sway only as long as we truly desire to be free. 


Our natural aversion to autocratic rule has led us since the 
Revolution to value the Constitution more than those elected to 
temporarily fill government offices, and to see elected officials more 
as servants than as rulers. 


We have had presidents who, by their circumstances and the strength of 
their personas, have been mythologized into a kind of rose-tinted 
idealism. Washington, Lincoln, both Roosevelts, Kennedy, Reagan and 
Obama come to mind. 


None of those men were saints. Far from it. And, weive overlooked much 
to keep them on their pedestals in the mythology we call American 
history. But, up until now weive stopped short of the kind of blind 
obeisance characteristic of loyal subjects in a totalitarian state. 


That is a core tenet of what it means to be American, and it has 
nothing to with party affiliation. Now, I fear a great many of our 
countrymen have abandoned that principle. 


When candidate Donald Trump said he could istand in the middle of 
Fifth Avenue and shoot somebodyi and not ilose any voters,i he was 
bragging about his followersi impervious adoration of him. For 
Americans sensible to our history and committed to avoiding a return 
to autocracy, it was and should have been an alarming statement. 


But, sadly, his statement has proven true. His supporters have gifted 
the 45th president a cloak of infallibility that is utterly divorced 
from reality. A man who bribes a porn star, makes continued attacks on 
the judiciary, the FBI and the Justice Department as a whole, who 
attacks the free press, who lies incessantly, and who has been 
complicit 6 by omission or commission 6 in Russiais interference with 
the last election: this is the man who can do no wrong in the eyes of 
his followers. 


If Trump the candidate could shoot someone and not lose votes, it 
seems Trump the president can kill the republic itself and raise nary 
an eyebrow among his base. 


All of this could be dismissed as partisan deference if it werenit for 
how many of his followers have attempted to deify Trump. 


Some fundamentalists claim the election was divinely ordained, while 
those further down the rabbit hole of bad theology claim Donald Trump 
was hand-picked by God to bring an end to the world and usher in the 
New Jerusalem. At Jerry Falwellis Liberty University theyire making a 
film based on this notion. The name? iThe Trump Prophecy.i 


Believing a leader is divinely ordained 6 making their actions 
tantamount to the will of God 6 is the hallmark of monarchies in years 
past, and dictatorships today. It is antithetical to our founding 
principles, and is a betrayal of every patriot who has since fought 
and died under the belief that death is preferable to tyranny. 


It seems weive tired of the responsibilities of representative 
government, and desire nothing more than to return to the lazy 
servitude of monarchy. Given the way our president fawns after Putin 
and Kim Jong-un 6 and more importantly, the manner in which they rule 
6 itis evident he shares that desire. 


These are daunting times for our republic. In a recent Rasmussen 
Reports poll, 31 percent of likely voters said itis likely the United
